believe the worst is over, so far as 
any possibility of our final defeat 
Is concerned." he continued. "But 
I expect a long up hill climb and 
do not anticipate that we can be 
uniformly successful m everything 
that we undertake.”

United States Navy task force which 
marie the attack on the Marshall 
Islands underwent the longes* sus­ 
tained air attack a major United 
States naval force has endured as 
it emerged from the daring penetra­ 
tion of the Japanese stronghold last 
night. 
The ships were attacked by at 
least forty Japanese torpedo planes 
and a running fight lasting five and 
one-half hours ensued. 
Using only ack-ack batteries for 
defense, the task force, commanded 
bv Rear Admiral Pownall. held the 
Japs at bay and won through the 
encounter with only one ship dam ­ 
aged slightly. 
Dodged Torpedoes 
Tliis carrier dodged several tor­ 
pedoes whose wakes were visible on 
the 
moonlit 
ocean. 
One 
torpedo 
passed beside the ship With but a 
f e w yards to spare. 
i 
The 
huge 
task 
force 
travelled 
along a front 
twenty m iles wide 
approaching the outer atolls of the 
M arshalls at night time. At noon 
our olanes launched their attack on 
W atje. 
As the last plane left the carriers’ j 
decks an enem y plane was sighted 
and 
suddenlv 
three 
more 
enemy j 
craft came skimming low over the j 
water and made runs on a large 
carrier near this flat top. 
Guns of the carrier and nearby 
ships fired and I saw one enemy j 
plane burst into flames and plunge j 
into the sea. Tthe other two also 
were shot down. 
In a m atter of m inutes four more 
enem y »lanes made runs on this 
carrier. A nearbv cruiser got one and s 
the cun* of the cruiser and thi 
carrier shot dowm a second A th»,f,‘ 
hedge-hooped a cruiser and headed 
directly for our carrier in an obvi- 
ouslv suicidal mission. It would have 
crashed into the side of the carrier 
or onto the deck but it swerved 
from the wall of fire from our gum . 
staggered, and then swung helnlessh 
around the stern of the ship and 
slipped 
into the water le^s than 
tw enty yards a wav in a burning take 
of gasoline T ip fourth enem y plane 
turned and fled. 
Enemy Discovered 
The 
task 
force then 
began 
to 
withdraw. Shortly after dark screen­ 
ing ships on the outer edges dis­ 
covered enem y planes swooping to­ 
ward the clouds 
Then came direct action. As ack- 
ack on the fringes of the task force 
onencd up. Jan planes in two groups 
circled from the rear to the right 
end left. apparently trving an a t­ 
tack from a division front. W hen I 
the 
nlanes 
dived 
the 
ships 
had 
turned and the Japs ran into vene- 
mous ack-ack from the screening 
force. The enemy nlanes failed to 
score a h it and withdrew. 
It was after 11 p. m.. before the 
first Jap planes were able to break 
through 
the 
screening 
force 
and 
make runs on the canters. 
Red tracers and bursts of larger 
shells shattered the sem i-darkness 
Our carrier suddenly made a auick 
swung and an enem y plane tore past. 
The wake of its torpedo was seen 
in the water close to the side of 
the ship. 
Reforming their groups, the Japs 
tried 
three 
more 
attacks, 
using 
flares, but without success, loring 
two more planes. 
As the light of the moon failed 
the enem y made one last attem pt 
cn 
at ack so 
weak guns of the 
carriers did not even go into action. 
The battle w a s over—and during 
that long five and one-half hours 
there was only a forty m inute in ­ 
terval of quiet.

An im m ediate revision of 
penal procedures would not be prac­ 
ticable, Eliingston 
stated,

cial advance requires two things: 
Public 
insistence and

practical 
program . . . "Many straws in the 
wind indicate the public is weary of 
a correctional system that fails to 


correct, disturbed at the w aitage of 
lives that could be turned into pro­ 
ductive citizenship.’ he asserted. "If 
so. now is the tim e for legislatures 
and adm inistrators to cease inch­ 
ing forward and boldly step out.”

Juvenile Delinquency Trend 
Not As Bad As Reported 
Throughout State 


PARENTAL NEGLECT 
GREATEST CAUSE 


Juvenile delinquency in Pennsyl­ 
vania shows an alarming upward 
trend, according to Mis« S M. R 
O’Hara, secretary* of welfare. 
Miss 
O’H ara cite, a 36 per cent increase 
but 
says Pennsylvania'" record is 
better than the average state. 
The statement 
and 
figures 
ot 
Miss O'Hara are authoritative, but 
here in Lawrence county the condi­ 
tion is better than in many other 
counties, according to Jack M. D un­ 
lap. 
juvenile 
and 
parole 
of fieri. 
“T*he 
problem 
of 
juvenile 
delin- 
j^uency in Lawrence county is not a 
/ b a d one.” said Mr. Dunlap. 
“ As a 
f 
m atter of fact it is bettei now than 
it was 17 years ago when I took 
office. 
0 
4« In Morgan/.a 
“At that time Lawrence county 
had 48 boys and girls in Morganza. 
Thus far in 1943. we have committed 
only six to all institutions and of 
these two are m ental defectives. This 
year we have had thus far. 58 cases. 
Ill 1926 we had 73. 
Oi the fiftv 
eight, many oi them could hardly be 
classed as serious. 
Some of the of­ 
fenses were such things as truancy, 
running away from home and the 


'v " In most cases of juvenile de­ 
linquency the real charge should be 
parental neglect.” said Mr. Dunlap. 
“Parents who will not give their 
children the attention they deserve 
are bound to be faced sooner or 
later with delinquency. 
In con­ 
gested war centers can be found 
cases where both parents are work­ 
ing and the youngsters more or less 
shift for themselves. Broken homes 
is one oi the basic reasons for ju ­ 
venile delinquency. 
“Here in Lawrence county we are 
not faced with many of the condi­ 
tions existing in crowded war cen­ 
ters. 
We have some delinquency of 
course, but in my opinion conditions 
here have shown improvement. 
In 
1942 we had only 35 cases before the 
juvenile court. 
The rise in 1943 is 
due in a large p a rt to a series of 
thefts committed by a group of 8 
boys. 
Statistics 
in 
Pennsylvania 
showing an increase may be due in 
part to the fact that the age limit 
for juvenile court is now 18. where 
up to a short time ago if was 16. 
Getting back to parental neglect. 
Mr Dunlap cited cases illustrating 
jtrnat he meant. 
“One case,” s«id 


hr, “was that of a juvenile driving 
a car without permission. 
The car 
was his father's. 
When we got the 
boys and the car we found his fath ­ 
er’s keys in the car. 
The root of 
the trouble in most cases of juvenile 
delinquency lies right with the par­ 
ents. *

WASHINGTON. Dec. 10.—Heavy 
shipments of hogs continued to flood 
the nation's packing centers today, 
overloading already-jammed slaugh-! 
tering facilities and threatening the 
loss of more pork through spoilage. 
War Food Administration officials 
in Washington revealed that spoil­ 
age ol meat has resulted from the 
over-crowded conditions 
at 
the 
stockyards, asserting that the loss 
in live hogs is “considerable.” 
At South St. Paul, Minn., where 
a two-day embargo on hog ship­ 
ments was lifted on 
Wednesday, 
25,000 hogs poured into the stock­ 
yards yesterday, 
Another embargo 
was put into effect at that city. 
Meanwhile, record movement of 
hogs chitted Indianapolis. Chicago. 
Sioux City. Ia.. and Omaha stock­ 
yards. 
The possibility of an em­ 
bargo at Indianapolis was imminent 
One WFA official said that em­ 
bargoes may be used at the other 
markets to hold dow n shipments 
temporarily. 
During November, movement of 
hogs to t lie major packing centers 
totalled 6.971,000 38 8 jyercent more 
than the same month last year and 
the largest number on record Iowa 
and Southern Minnesota 
markets 
handled an all-time 
record 
Iasi 
month as receipts hit the one and 
a quarter million head mark. 
Embargoes are put into effect by 
local terminal hog marketing com­ 
mittees after agreement that the 
move is necessary to allow packers
